Pranklin’s ‘Inventions Were Not 
’  Patented—Twain’s Scrap Book.

ventions. The famous statesmen, scien- 
tists end authors in this country who have 
-@eveloped.a genius for mechanical construc- 
tion can almest be numbered on the fingers 
of one hand. One may search the patent 


_ wffice at Washington, where thousands on 


thousands of models are stored, without find- 
fing more than two or three that were pro- 
‘duced by persons who have attained dis- 
tinction in other ways. 

Lincoln's Lavention. 


Qne remarkable exception to this rule is 
‘Abraham Lincoln's device for lifting steamw- 
boats off shoals when they get aground. It 
consists of .huge attachments resembling 
accordions on an enormous scale made of 
wood and canvas; which are fastened be- 
meath the sides of the craft. When she 
— stuck on a shoal, poles thrust through 

deck from above cause the great bags 
to fill themselves with air, at the same time 
raising the boat, which is thus rendered 
light enough to float off. This is a very 
ingenious plan, the only point against it 
Deing that it does not work any better than 
the attempt of a man to lift himself by his 
boot straps. | 

The First Electro-Magnetic Motor. 


Another model, though itself of no practi- 
eal utility, represents the first electro-mag- 
netic motor known to the world, patented 
fx 1831. By an arrangement depending upon 
alternate magnetic attraction and repulsion 
@ sort of walking beam is made to go up 
and down. This piece of mechanism was 
devised by Professor. Henry, first secretary 
of the Smithsonian institution. He pro- 
duced many other inventions, his scientific 
mind being throughout his life devoted to 
the achievements of discoveries calculated to 
benefit the human race. For years he made 
experiments for the purpose of finding out 
how to conduct the electric current through 
@ length of wire. At that time it was sup- 

osed that the ease with which this could 

accomplished must be in direct ratio to 
the size of the electro-magnet employed. 
He constructed*a magnet that weighed a 
ton, but it did not work satisfactorily. At 
seagth he found out that by multiplying the 
coil on the magnet, using finer wire, and by 
multiplying the cells of his battery without 
increasing their aggregate bulk, he could 
solve the problem of overcoming the resis- 


* tance offered to a current by a long wire. 


meow Fh myuscitons made the electric telegraph 
e. 

On this account, Professor Henry has 
been called the father 6f the electric tele- 
graph. Nevertheless, he cannot be said to 
wholly deserve the title. Great inven- 
tions are always a growth, arriving at their 
development throngh the brains of many 
inventors. The eye-pointed needle, which 
was the most essential of Howe's sewing 
mg@hine, had been used in France as an 
mmbroidery needle for a century before 
his time. 

The Steam Siren. 


The invention of that diabolical contriv- 
ance, the steam.siren, is commonly attri- 
buted to Professor Henry. In fact, how- 
ever, he merely adopted the idea from a 
French device for recording the vibrations 
of: musical notes, and applied it in a shape 
for use as a fog signel. Of all the instru- 
ments for making loud noises ever construct- 
ed, this one’ is by far the nmiost infernal. 
Under favorable conditions it can be heard 
forty niiles at sea. Recently it has come 
into use to some extent.{m.cities as a sub- 
stitute for the factory whistle, and at 12 
o'clock and 6 o’clock daily, peaceful neigh- 
borhoods are disturbed by its frightful _bel- 
lowing. The sounds are produced by project- 
ing a jet of steam through a tube wiich is 
partly obstructed by a revolvitig toothed 
wheel. The faster the wheel goes round 
the higher is the pitch of the shriek uttered 
by the machine, so that it goes up note 
after note until the listener feels as if a 
toot or two higher would render him a rav- 
ing lunatic. Incidentally to studying the 
operation of this kind of fog signal, Profes- 
sor Henry discovered the cause of certain 
odd acoustic freaks which had been a puz- 
gle to navagators. It had often been 
found that such a signal, though clearly 
audible twenty miles from land, could not 
be heard at all ten miles from shore. This 
as he learned, was due to the refraction of 
the sound-waves occasioned by wind. He 
‘also ascertained that the blowing of the 
fog signal, thus rendered inaudible on the 
deck of a vessel at sea, could often be heard 
loudly by ascending to the mastheal—a val- 
uable suggestion for sailors. 


Lighthouse Ulumination. 


When Professor Henry became chairman 
of the lighthouse board, sperm whale oil 
was used in ‘all the lighthouses, having 
been found to be best of all illuminants 
then pile sp It became very  expen- 
sive, and, inasmuch as the consumption 
of it for this purpose amounted to hundreds 
of thousands of gallons annually, the item 
was a large one, At the same time, it 
-was held that nothing but the best thing 
could be considered good enough where 
the safety of seafaring people was concern- 

Petroleum was out of the question, 
on account of the danger of using it. 'Ac- 
cordingly Professor enry experimented 
With lard oil, which he found inferior in 
every respect. It was -not sufficiently 
fluid, its combustion was ‘imperfect, and 
it did not climb»a wick well. But finally 
he discovered that, when heated to a fairly 
high temperature, it lost all of 
advantages and became even better than 
sperm oil. This idea was applied simpiy 
by arranging the oil reservoir of the la 
so that it would be constantly subject 
to heat. It was necessary to reconstruct 
‘all the lighthouse lamps in the servic 
‘but in this way a saving was made o 
$100,000 per annum. In after years pro- 
‘cesses were devised refining petroleum 
in such a manner as to render it perfectly 
safe, and that mineral oil is used in ail 
of the lighthouses now. | 

Franklin's Electric ‘‘Battery.” 


Benjamin Franklin died at just about 
the time when the patent orem in this 
country was first started. No models of 
his inventions, therefore, are to be found 
in the patent office, In his day electricity 
was newly attracting public attention as 
a mysterious novelty. Accidental discov- 
ery was made in 1746 of the possibility

The Iuventor of Lightning Rods. 


One day he chanced to see a kite which 
a boy Was flying, and it suddenly occurred 
to him that here wag an easy way of reach- 
ing the clouds. ropa made a kite for 
himself by stretching a large silk handker- 
chief over three sticks, he took a walk in 
the fields near Philadelphia on an after- 
noon when he saw a thunderstorm ap- 
proaching.. This was in Jupe, 1752. 
the kite being raised in the air, he fasten- 
ed a key to the lower end of the string, 
then insufated the key by attaching it to 
a wooden post with silk, Presently a 
thunder cloud passed over and he saw 
some loose threads of the hempen strin 
rise erect as if electrified. e touche 
his knuckle to the key,’ and, to his great 
delight, drew fom it the well-known elec- 
«tric spark. So overcome was he at this 
tremendous discovery, which was destined 
to immortalize his name, that he nearly 
fainted. As the rain increased, moisture 
made the string a better conductor, and 
the keYgave out elecfricity copiously. Had 
the cord been thoroughly wet, the daring 
inventor might have paid for his temerity 
with his life. It shéuld be realized that 
he was knowingly taking chances with death 
in thus tapping the clouds of their fire. 
Afterwards he brought lightning into his 
howse by means of insulated iron rods 
atid played with it. The lightning rods so 
largely used today for protecting buildings 
were his invention. : 


Mark Twain's Patent. 


~~ Thomas Paine, the genius and philan- 
thropist, himself a contemporary of Frank- 
lin, ig numbered among American invent- 
ors. He devised a new method of. con- 
structing bridges. Senator John Ruggles, 
of Maine, who accomplished the reorgani- 
zation of the United States patent system 
in 1836, paAtented in the same year a loco- 
motive for inclined planes. Mark Twain 
is the only literary man of reputation rep- 
resented at the patent office. His patent 
scrap book is one of the things which visit- 
ors most often ask to see. It is just like 
an ordinary scrap book, except that the 
pages are spread with dry mucilage like 
postage stamps; so that_they have only 
to’: be moistened when scraps are to be 
stuck. upon them. This is very conven- 
ient for persons who may have no bottle 


of mucilage handy.

There might have been two hundred of 
us at Tribulation gulch when Johnny Clem 
arrived. Kvery miner was free to come 
and go as he liked, but at the guich we 
kept a written record of the claims staked 
out. That record was a miner’s warranty 
deed as long as he chose to remain, and 
a new arrival who should attempt to 
“jump” him would have the whole camp on 
his back. I wag keeping the book of record, 
and the entry in’ the case of Johnny Clem 
read: ; 

“July 14, 1858—Johnny Clem, first 30 
feet front west of, Jack Davis.” 

The new arrival was a young man about 
twenty years old.. He was short and light 
and bis hands were small, though sun 
browned and calloused.

- The first kindergarten opened by the 
ausociation was up on First avenue in 
one of the most wretched quarters of the 
city, and here a little corps of teachers 
went to work under Mrs. Cleveland’s 
guidance to show the \ miserable little 
ones Who gathered round them daily the 
first steps toward becoming good men 
and women. 

‘Teach the children fhat there aré 
other words just as good as swear 
words,” was Mrs. Cleveland’s first direc- 
tion to her teachers, “and then show 
them the beautiful things which God has 
put inte’the world for them just as much 
as for others.” 

So, working patiently day by day, 
ragged little creatures were taugfit bits 
of plant life, the colors of the rainbow, 
the names of the stars, the motions of 
the earth, and a whole host of very prac- 
tical things. 

“When Mrs. Cleveland saw the work 
succeeding she urged the association to 
start more kindergartens, and now there 
are nearly a dozen of these free baby 
schools in the siums of the city, and 
money has been provided for the estab- 
lishment of eight more this spring, and 
probably ten additional ones in the fall.

But dear little Ruth is 
a delicate Sia oa and it is not thought wise 
to subject her to so great a chance of catch- 
ing the childish diseases which are always 

revalant among east side children. Even 
Srvepene- ob Dorothy Whitney, who was at 
Lakewood for some mild childish trouble 
at the time of her mother’s death, was rare- 
ly allowed to visit her baby friend for fear 
of making her sick.. But Ruth loves to hear 
kindergarten stories and kindergarten 
songs, and her most restless moments can 
be quieted by tales of what the little kinder- 
garten boys and girls say and do. 

Mrs. Cleveland’s Mother’s Meetings. 


Next to her interest in children comes 
Mrs. Cleveland’s solicitude for poor moth- 
ers, and this is a distinct branch of her 
charitable work. 

On certain afternoons of the week twen- 
ty or more of the poser mothers in New 
York are gathered in little groups, and 
half a dozen different parts of the city, 
to talk about helpless household topics, 
over a cup of tea and a piece of cake. 
Young ladies specially trained for the work 

reside at these meetings, and it is they who 
ead the talk into the right channels. 

“Teach them how to live. Tell them 
that there is a right way and a wrong 
way of doing things, and make them 
realize that the children who are sent 
to them are straight from the hand of 
God and must be trained to go back to 
Him,” said Mrs. Cleveland one day while 
giving directions to the teacher of one of 
her ‘mothers’ meetings.” “Praise freely 
and see if you cannot do your work in that 
way instead of by lecturing them. 

Acting upon Mrs. Cleveland’s advice the 
teacher tried 
of adapting this rule to a very obstinate 
ease which she had in hand, It was that 
of a Woman who.was apparently of a bru- 
tal nature without a particle of anything 
lovable or motherly about her. She came, 
it is true, to the “mothers meetings. 
But she always came late, just before the 
tea and cake was served, and went away 
directly afterwards. Sometimes she 
brought a wretched little dirty-faced boy 
hanging to her skirts, whom she threw off 
roughly, often with a bad word, as she 
entered the door. 

The teacher remembered Mrs. Cleveland’s 
words about “praising freely,” and she 
‘laid’ for the women. Next: day was 
“mothers’ meeting,’’ and the teacher stood 
by the door to receive her guests. Last of 
all came the woman who was to be expe- 
rimented upon, and to her skirts was 
hanging the dirty little baby boy crying 
as hard as he could. | 

“Let go o’ them’ skirts, ye dirty little 
baste,’ snapped the woman as she reached 
the doorstep. “Let go or I'll—’ But the 
teacher’s voice interrupted her as in sil- 
very notes she exclaimed: : 

“Oh, what a dear little boy you have with 
ou! ‘ill you not bring him in to the meet- 
ing? He will like to have a -g? of cake 
with us. Surely he goes to the kindergar- 
ten every day.” : 

“No mum. He do not. It’s not me that 
would be after dressing i Tee of him 
ood enough to go to wan o’ thim.” 

. “But he ie such a pretty child,” insisted the 
teacher, “and how much he looks like his 
mother.’ | 

The woman's face softened a little. She 
even smifed. She brought the child into the 
meeting. And next day there was another 
three-year-old boy added to the neighboring 
kindergarten. After a while the woman 
stopped swearing and drinking so much 
aud before spring her little boy could come 
to school without bearing cruel bruises upon 
his little body. 

So much for Mrs. Cleveland’s method of 
dealing with very bad cases. 

Her Kitchen Diet Schools. 


All of Mrs. Cleveland’s charities are ex- 
tremely domestic ones. She thinks that if 
the women and the children are properly 
cared for and taught the men of the family 
will be, in the language of the street, “all 
right, too.” - 

One of the things in which she is greatly 
interested is the kitchen diet schools. This 
is a charitable work which teaches the 
poor, densely ignorant, untidy women of 
the slums how to do housework. Like all 
others of Mrs. Cleveland’s charities, it is 
very practical and of direct benefit. 

The mode of procedure in the kitchen 
diet schools is this: Twelve or fifteen wo- 
men, young and old, gather around a big 
table at the head of which sits a teacher, 
who, by the way, is usually a young society 
girl who has kindly offered her services 
for the work. In front of each of the wo- 
men is a small tin dishpan and by the side 
of the pan there is a piece of soap and a 
dish mop. At the other side of the pan 
there is a plate, a knife a fork and a cup 
and saucer. : 

As in her other charitable workings, Mrs. 
Cleveland believes in feeding the body be- 
fore attempting to train the mind or the 
spirit. Very palatable plain cake is passed 
around, with little biseait, and every one is 
given a choice of tea or coffee. After this 
is eaten then comes the work of instruc- 
tion. , 

The teacher begins it. “I think,” says 
she, “that it is a } good plan—a very good 
plan, always to w dishes after you have 
eaten off of them. To my mind. washing 
dishes once a day is not enough. I believe,” 
continues she, “that dishes should be wash-

LOCKE 18 FORTIFIED. 


There Is No Prospect for Peace Among the 

Choctaw Factions. | 

Dallas, Tex., April 1—The News Antler, 
I. T., special says: The situation here ils a 
problem. There may be a patched peace. 
The war may go on. If it is peace, it will be 
forced and unsatisfactory. Both parties 
want to wipe out their differences in blood. 
Active prepartions have been going on all 
day. Both factions have been sending mes- 
sengers throughout the country for men and 
their friends have freely responded. Arms 
and munitions of war have been obtained in 
large quantities. Locke is acting strictly on 
the defensive. The militia seem ‘chary of 
making an attack. They are not as confident 
as they were before Tuesday’s battle. It was 
thought that Governor Jones would arrive at 
the militia camp today, at Goodland, and 
that some decisive action would be taken. 
He failed to reach Paris and no one knows 
of his whereabouts. There were 125 militia 
ab Goodland at noon, but about eighty of 
them, under command of Captain Key Du- 
rant, left, saying they were going about fif. 
teen miles northwest of Goodland. Locke, 
who was at the fort east of the Kiamitia 
river; was kept advised of every movement 
of the militia. His position is an exception- 
ally strong one. At:5 o’clock p. m., Loeke had 
74 men in the fort, besides 225 rounds 
of ammunition each, besides several days’ 
supply of food. In a short time more men 
reached him and he was looking for a big 
force tonight. His men were anxious to fight 
and wanted to go out and hunt the militia. 
However, it looks as if the strong hand of 
the government would be laid upon them and 
they would be compelled to desist. 

It is the opinion of many that an attack 
will be made before Agent Bennett reaches 
here tomorrow morning. Those who have lived 
here for years and know the spirit that domi- 
nates in both factions, do not believe it wil] 
be settled until they fight to a finish. If a 
pitched battle is prevented a long gnerrilla 
warfare will ensue. The leaders of both fac. 
tions are doomed. 


SENT UP FOR FORTY YEARS. 


entence of Two Boy Murderers in Ohicago 
Yesterday. : 

Ft. Myers, Fla., April 1.—The guests of 
fourteen years, and Thomas Luveine, aged 
fifteen years, were sentenced to forty years 
in the prison today for the murder of Albert 
Eckroth. The crime was committed on the 
night of May 15, 1892. The trial has lasted 
three days, and while it was certain that the 
verdict would be “guilty,” it was hardly ex- 
pected that the punishment would be so se- 
vere. 

The crime of which the boys were con- 
victed was the murder of Albert Eckroth on 
the night of May 15, 1892. One of them pushed 
a@ revolver into Eckroth’s face, while the 
other attempted to grab his watch. Eckroth 
resisted and was shot dead. Young Blunck 
was captured while running from the scene 
of the murder and by his confession implicated 
Luveine, who was arrested the following day. 

Whe the verdict was read in the court- 
room this evening, Luvelne was ovetcome, 
but Blunck took it calmly. When his brother 
approached and in a choking voice said “Forty 
years is pretty hard, Willie,” the young con- 
vict repiied: “‘Well, what is it to you? Go 
off and don’t bother me.” 

The jury on the first ballot declared the 
boys guilty and two votes were cabt for hang: 
ing and as one juror said: 

“The only thing that saved their lives was 
the fact of their youth. We all agreed that 
the murder was a deliberate and cold-blooded 
“ee eh and we brought in a verdict to fit the 
crime. 


ANOTHER AIRSHIP 


Which the Inventor Says Will Work at the 
Will of the Operator. 

Kansas City, April 1—An airship which 
its owner says will surely fly, and which ‘will 
be entirely different from ali heretofore placed 
on the market, is being built here and will be 
sent to the world’s fair for exhibition. The 
inventor is A. A. Kellogg, a Clinton, Mo., 
mann.

Macon, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—A large 
amount of land contiguous to Macon is 
being sold to English capitalists and west- 
ern people who wish it for investment 
and for settlement by colonists. Within the 

five days four thousand acres have 
sold on the line of the Georgia South- 


ern and Florida road to pafties from Ohio } 


who intend to raise fruit. A tract of land 
at Wellston, in Houston county, consisting 
of 1,700 acres,’ was soid this week for 
$20,000. Peach trees will be planted on 
the entire place. The 4,000 acres mention- 
ed above sold from $7 to $12 per acre, 
and will all be converted into orchards. 
Prior to this week several large places 
have been sold in near counties at sums 
ranging from $8,000 to $16,000. 

This section of the state is the true home 
of the peach, and the lands along the line 
of the Georgia Southern are well adapted 
to the successful growth of fruit. 

It is estimated that next season one mil- 
jion peach trees will be planted along the 
line of the Georgia Southern road.

The Watermelon Acreage. 


Reports now being receited from the 
watermelon section show that the water- 
melon acreage in Georgia will be slightly 
in excess of that of last year, but will not 
be as large as that of 1891. Take the 
Central railroad for illustration. The acre- 
age this year on that lite is estimated for 
this year at 6,736 acres, divided as follows: 
Four thousand six hundred and ninety-seven 
acres on the Southwestern railroad and 
2,039 acres on the main stem from Macon 
to Savannah. The total acreage planted 
on the Central road in 1892 was 6,000, and 
in 1891, 10,000 acres. There will be an 
incresse of, about S800 acres on the Central 
over last year. The acreage on the Geor- 
gia Southern will be larger than last year, 
and that on the Savannah, Florida and 
Western may also be greater than in 1892. 

Macon’s Canning Factory. 


The contract will be let next week for 
the erection of the building of Macon’s 
eanning factory at Bellevue. The company 
is very much elated over the bright pros- 
pects for the factory. There will be no 
trouble at all to easily sell the entire out- 
ut of the factory. One Chicago firm writes 

at it is willing to take the whole supply 
f the concern and wants the company 
to quote prices, The company has already 
contracted for sevefity-five acres in to- 
matoes, but the company wishes at least 
two hundred acres. It has at last ‘been 
demonstrated that sweet potatoes can be 
successfully canned, and they will prove a

canned Georgia potatoes. The real Geor- 
gia sweet potato can’t be grown anywhere 
else except in this state. Other sections 
of the country have tried it and failed. The 
Macon cannery will certainly be a great 
success.

And He Concludes That Doctors. Are In- 


dispensable—His Sick Mule and the 
Neighbors’ Suggestions. 3 


I remember reading. in Josephus or some- 
where else that King Solomon was the 
first great botanist, for he studied the prop- 
erties and virtues of every plant from the 
fir tree to the hysop that springeth out 
of the wall and he knew all the herbs that 
were good for man for medicine. I wish 
that he had handed down his. wisdom so 
that we poor suffering mortals would know 
what kind of bark or roots or herbs or 
leaves to use when we get puny and pain- 
fied. Maybe he did hand it down in the 
books that are lost, for the scriptures tell us 
that all the rest of the acts of Solomon 
are written in the books of Nathan, the 
Prophet, and Alijah and Iddo, the seer. 
Maybe we will find those books some of 
these days, for there is a railroad to Jeru- 
salem now and the imvestigating yankee is 
digging away under the ruins of the temple. 
They have recently found the stalls where 
he kept his fine chariot horses, 1,400 of 
them, and which were driven by 700 hand- 
some young men, who had gold dusts prink- 
led in their hair every morning and it 
sparkled in the sunbeams and made them 
look divine as they circled around on dress 
parade. ‘That's what Josephus says. 

But I am afraid the botany will come 
too late for me and I will have to keep on 
experimenting until something kills or cures 
me. ‘he trouble is that if a sick man gets 
well he has taken so many different medi- 
cines that he doesn’t know what cured 
him. I had a mule that liked to have died, and 
I gave him everything that the neighbors 
told me from lye soap and molasses to 
kerosene oil and lastly we rubbed him with 
a rail abdominally and horizontally until 
the hair all came off and he got well but 
our next sick mule died before we got to 
the rail and the mule doctors are sull in 
the dark. I’¥e been reading a good d 
of late in a standard book on medicine and 
I found seventeen remedies for hemicrania 
and twenty-seven for pertussis, One of these 
deseases is neuralgia headache and the other 
is whooping cough, but sometimes I forget 
which is tother and take the wrong medi- 
cine. The headache belongs to me and 
the cough to the little orpban and the man- 
telpiece and the bureau is full of bottles 
and vials and capsules and tumblers and 
spoons and the medicines have such curious 
names on the labels that I forget which is 
mine and which is the child’s. My doctor 
has given me seven remedies and charged me 
for every experiment, but my _ neighbors 
have given me twenty-seven free gratis 
and i think I am a little better considering, 
but 1 cah’t tell who’s ahead, my neighbors 
or the doctor. If it wasn’t for the interms- 
sions I couldn’t get along at all, but almos 
every day I have a lucid interval of_a fev 
‘hours and that keeps up my hopes. I have 
one now. I] have been taking horse radish 
and peppermint and turpentine, not through 
my mouth, but through the olfactory open- 
ings just above, and experienced relief for 
a time, but it is a slow business and 
wouldn’t make a good perfume. I have tried 
antipirine and several antis and the girls 

‘bathe my throbbing temples with camphor 
and I have tried gentian for the last three 
days and now am on half rations of salt 
dissolved in a tumbler of water, which a 
friend said was the favorite remedy of Ma- 
jor Campbell Wallace, who is near ninety 
ears of age and there;.was no telling how 
ong a man would livé#f he would use it. 
A good female friend sent word to string 
half a dozen nutmegs on a bigck thread and 
tie them around the throat. ‘lhe word came 
to me and I bored holes in them with an 
awl and stringed them and went to bed with 
them on, but [ found out next morning thai 
the nutmeg business was for’ the 
whooping cough. Another good neigh- 
bor sent word that another woman 
told her that if I would catch a roach and 
shut it up in a little paper box my head- 
ache would go off when the roach gnawed 
out or died. That reminds me of old Uncle 
Isam, whose remedy for rheumatism was 
to mash a lizard’s tail and let the reptile 
lay under the doorsill until it died. And 
that reminds me now how Neighbor Free- 
man had two hound dogs that wouldn’t 
stay at home; so he curtailed their tails 
about three inches and buried the frag- 
ments in the garden gate, and they never 
roamed away any more. But the like of 
all that don’t cure hemicranian headache 
nor pertussian whooping cough, and to my 
opinion both will have to be nursed until 
the weather settles down and the east 
wind shifts to the south and west and 
stays there. They have called me to 
Brunswick to lecture, and I am going where 
the salt sea breeze will blow upon me 
gently; and I’m going to take the child 
and her mother and maybe we will all 
come back rejuvenated and remunerated. 

But I believe in medicine and in doctors. 
We are bound to have them. Everybody 
can’t go to Brunswick nor to the Hot 
Springs, but the poorest people can boil 
down bark and roots and sheep safron or 
something that will amuse the patient 
until nature cures him. I belicve that there 
is a remedy for almost every disease except 
old age,: and the doctors are finding them 
out. Whooping cough ought to be cured 
in twenty-four hours and it will be when 
the germ theory of microbes and bacteria 

_is fully understood. So let the experiment- 
ing go on. Of course there will be victims, 
but there will be discovery, too. My wife 
and I nursed a boy in Florida for three long 
months and the doctors’ bills were $500, 
and the druggist’s bill had eighty-seven 
different prescriptions, and the boy got 
well. But though the doctors couldn't tell 
what cured hjm they found out a good 
many things that didn’t, and that is mak- 
in progress for the next case. But after 
al believe that good nursing and home 
comforts and sympathy save more sick 
people than medicine, and I wish that 
everybody had as much of these as I have 
and the child. What can doctrs or medi- 
cine do for the poor in the slums of the 
oe cities, where there are uo good clean

have these and the blessed sunlight to 
shine through the window I think 1 wou!'ld 
welcome death as a friend. But having 
these and more I am still calm and serene. 
I’ve got a few more things to tnke yet, 
and will then be able to tell maybe what 
didn’t cure my headache. But I feel that 
the lucid interval is passing away and 
must stop for the present.

struction was to be placed upon the clause 
in the circular, as it would tend to cut down 
the fees of the deputy marshals to a mere 
thrip. Colonel Darnell’s answer was that 
he believed that such was the idea involved, 
and that it was incumbent upon the officer 
to take the prisoner to the nearest judicial 
officer and not the nearest commissioner, if 
a justice of the peace or mayor of a town 
were nearer than the commissioner.

migration and to lay hold upon visitors to 
the world’s fair for the purpose of inviting 
them to visit and view the south in person.

TRYING TO FORCE THE APPOINTMENT 


\ Qf Marshal for the Northern District of 
Georgia—An Interesting Fight Over 


That Place—Gosasip =~ Personal. 


Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—An 
absurd story was printed in several New 
York and Washington papers this morn- 
ing to the effect that Speaker Crisp had 
consulted with the president yesterday, 
and that the president had exacted as- 
surances from the speaker that the latter 
would support all his policies and would 
uppoint the committees of the next house 
at the dictation of the president The 
various stories went on to state that the 
speaker had decided to make many 
changes in the commiittees of the house. 
They further stated that Mr. Cleveland 
had told the speaker he intended to call 
an extra session on the ist of Septen» 
ber, and that he wanted him to make 
up his committees at once. 

Of course the entire story is absurd. 
It fs denied both by Mr. Cleveland and 
Speaker Orisp. Speaker Grisp has not 
even had a consultation with the presil- 
dent in regard to the polities to be pur- 
gued or in referencd to the formation of 
the house committees, Indeed, nothing 
pertaining to the published story has 0c 
curred, except it is a fact that the presi- 
dent has decided to call an extra session 
of congreés on the 1st of September, and 
has so stated to a dozen congressmen 

As to tlie appointment of committees, 
Mr. Crisp is not speaker of the next 
house and naturally has done nothing on 
that line. It“is probablé that after the 
great rush for office is over there may be 
 @ consultation between the president and 

the speaker in regard to the work to be 
_done by the next congress at the spetial 
session to be called in September, As 
goon as Mr. Carlisle has thoroughly or 
ganized the treasury department he and 
several other prominent democrats will 
begin work on the tariff bill to be sub- 
mitted to the next congress by the ad- 
ministration. cas 

Speaker Crisp will not leave until to- 
morrow night. He expects to remain at 
home for a month and then may return for 


a few weeks. : 
He has nt his entire time since ad- 
journment in aiding Georgians in getting 
offices. His rooms at the Metropolitan 
have been the headquarters of the Georgia 
contingent, and he has made the rounds of 
the departments to introduce Georgians al- 
most every day. The speaker believes in 
aiding his Georgia friends to get what they 
‘want. He believes they are entitled to ask 
for what they want and to, get it. 
he is one of those who believes that & con- 
atituent has as much right to ask his con- 
gresaman to aid him in‘ getting public office 
as a congressman kas to ask bis constitu- 
ents for their votes to put him in office.

ON HIS SEVENTY-EIGHTH BIRTHDAY. 


Crowds Go to Freidsrischruhe to 
| See the Prince. 


MANY .PRESENTS GIVEN TO HIM. 


Latest Political Gossip About the Reich- 
stag and{the Army Bill—News from 
Other Parts of Europe. 


Berlin, April 1—Today is the seventy- 
eighth anniversary of the birth of Prince 
Bismark, and a number of the Berlin news- 
papers are taking advantage of the occa- 
sion to_publish congratulatory articles. 
The National Zeitung says, that the wid- 
est circles of the German people remember 
with gratitude and reverence the founder of 
the empire and they all unite in the wish 
that he be long preserved to the nation. 
A band of the prince’s admirers in north 
Germany, assembled in Kiel early this 
morning and thence proceeded to Freids- 
rischruhe to tender their congratulations 
to the prince. 

Count Herbert Bismarck and his wife, 
formerly, Countess Margaret Hoyos, arrived 
at Freitdsrischruhe on Wednesday last to 
take part in the celebration. Among the 
many presents received by the great states- 
man was @ splendid album sent by a num- 
ber of Germans in Costa Rica. This al- 
bum contains 900 photographs of the beaut- 
iful scenery. of the little Central American 
republic. 

he Bismarck fountain in the market place 
in Jena, in Saxe-Weimzr-Eisenach, was in- 
augurated today. “She fountain is on the 
spot where Prince Bismarck delivered his 
famous oration last summer. 

A great fete in honor of the day was to 
have been held, but it has been postponed 
until Thursday next, as has also u iarge 
torchlight procession that was tixed for to- 
night. The postporement of these two 
events was rendered necessary by the fact 
that under the Branuen burg Sabbath reg- 
ulations such festivities are forbidden dur- 
ing Passion week. 

On Wednesday, Chancellor von Caprivi 
had a conference with the war minister 
of Saxony in regard to amending the army 
bill. On Thursday, the war minister and the 
chancellor had another conference, but the 
result of their deliberations is not known. 

Will the Keichsiag Disselve 7? 


Dr. Benningsen, the national liberal lead- 
er, has resumed his negotiations, aiming to 
get the government to accept, in a moditied 
torm, the proposals he has already mude 
relative to the bill in the reichytag. ‘These 
simultaneous movements indu¢e the belief 
in political circles that the dissolution of 
the reichstag will yet be avoided. ‘The 
bill will not again appear in the reichstag 
until the return of Kmperor William. from 
ltaly, whither he proceeds to take uart in 
the celebratinn of King Humbert’s: silver 
ae e will probably return May 
During the short interval of the Easter 
recess already passed, both the government 
and the party leaders tave more keenly re- 
alized the grave eventualities arising from 
the struggle which may imperil some of the 
fundamental] institutions of the empire. 
The opposition organs, instead of breathing 
daily defiance against the government, now 
admit that a compromige is possible, while 
Chancellor yon Caprivi’s organs confess 
that the ministers view the prospect of the 
dissolution from the reichstag with great 
reluetaBce. Thus The North German Ga- 
zette, though declaring the reports untrue 
that Dr, Von Benningsen’s suggestions may 
yet _be approved, says that the government 
fully recognized the dangers of the dissolu- 
tion. It adds that grave problems regard- 
ing the interior policy will claim all the 
strength of the ministry throughout a long

Lost Their. Lives, 


STAR HOTEL, (AT WALNUT RIDGE, 


Burns, and a Man and Child Were Crema- 
ted—W ork of the Flames in 
Other Places. 


Bradford, Pa., April 1.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the Higgins hotel on Main 
street at 4:30 o’clock this morning. The 
hotel was occupied chiefly by railroad 
men, of whom there were about seventy-five 
asleep when the fire started. Many of the 
inmates jumped from the windows into a 
creek and several people were badly burn- 
ed. The Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
depot and freight troupe was entirely de- 
stroyed, also Leroy’s grocery store. 

Three dead, two known to be im the 
ruins and twenty-five were injured. The 
dead are:

Transactions of the Treasury During the 
Month of March. 

Washington, April 1.—The statement of 

the public debt for the month of March is- 
sued this afternoon, shows a net de- 
crease in the debt of $1,956,172. Of this, 
$453,532 is the amount of the reduction 
of the bonded indebtedness of the govern- 
ment and $1,502,640 is the increase of the 
cash in the treasury during the month. The 
interest bearing debt shows no change; 
debt on which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity, decreased $33,715 and the debt bear- 
ing no interest $419,818. The aggregate 
increise and non-interest bearing debt March 
31, was $962,828,219; on February 28th, 
it was $963,281.752. The certificates and 
treasury notes offset by an equal amount of 
cash in the treasury; outstanding at the 
end oof the month, wag. $597,- 
428,091, a decrease of $4,400,- 
255. The total cash in the treas- 
ury was $762,768,427 against which liabili- 
ties were outstanding, including the $100,- 
000,000 greenback gold reserve, to the 
amount of $737,137.699, leaving an avail- 
able surplus of $25.630,728. Of this 
$6, awas gold. Of the surplus $15,- 
954.641 was in fhational bank depositories 
against $15,681,503 at the end of the pre- 
vious month. 
_ The receipts for the month of March were 
$34,437,844, amd expend§tures $32,327,- 
997. In February the receipts were $30,- 
009,892, and expenditures $31,677,454. 
Customs receipts increased from $16,136,- 
395 to $19,644,874. 

Secretary Carlisle will change the form of 
the debt statement before May 1st. The 
changes will be of a radical character and 
will simplify the statement. 


STRUCK BY A STREET CAR. 


Congressman Hooker’s Skull Fractured and 
He Is in a Critical Condition. 


Washington, April 1.—Representative 
Charles , Hooker, of Mississippi, met 
with a painful and probably fatal accident 
this evening. In attempting to alight 
from a cable car at the corner of Fourth 
and Corcoran streets he was struck by 
one coming in an opposite direction and 
violently thrown to the tracks. He was 
at once removed to the Emergency hos- 
pital, where an examination disclosed the 
fact that in addition to sustaining several 
severe bruises he received internal injuries 
and a fracture of the skull. It is impossi- 
ble to state whether the injuries will prove 
fatal, but his condition is considered seri- 
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fire last night. The Star hotel and several 
business houses were burned. Two per- 
sons, a map and a child perished in the 
hotel. Another man is probably fatally 
injured. Two others sustained broken 
limbs by jumping from the windows of 
the hotel. The origin of the fire is not 
stated. Loss, $100,000. 
Large Fire in Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., April 1—Fire broke out 
in the plant of the Cleveland Sawmill and 
Lumber Company, on Senaca street, this 
morning. The building was of brick and 
frame. About 290x50 feet was destroyed. 
The loss is $50,000. 

While the sawmill fire was in progress, 
the wind carried the sparks to Nathan 
Bernstein’s barn, in the rear of No. 288 
Broadway and fourteen horses were burn- 
ed to death. The flames spread to an ad- 
joining tenement owned by Bernotein, and 
three persons were taken from the upper 
story by firmen in an unconscious condi- 
tion overcome by the smoke. They soon 
recovered and were unfnjured. Bern- 
stein’s loss was $5,000. 

Explosienina Mine. 

Shamokin, Pa., April 1—A miner’s lamp 
caused an explosion in the Neilson shaft at 
7 o'clock this. morning. Many miners 
escaped, but twelve or fifteen are still in 
the mine with poor prospects of escape. 

A number of mules will perish from suf- 
focation.

This advocacy of pleasnre, I know, may 
sound direfully sinful to pose fanatics who 
have during the past few weeks used the 
names of Lewis R and others as ter- 
rible warnings to ‘pleasure-loving people 
and have rather gloried in the belief that 
people would go about glum and humbled 
therefrom. There is a sort of so-called 
religion which seems bent upon making 
all its victims miserable and it is this dolor- 
ous type which has seemed to glory in the 
opportunity which they found in the 
fall of a fellow man, for forcing their doc- 
trines. 

I am rather disgusted and amused at 
some of the orators who have been tearing 
up Atlanta’ society; and, having 
been reared in a small town, it 
behooves me to declare truth- 
fully. that there is an equal amount of sfn 
to be found in small towns according to their 
number of inhabitants, as in large cities. 
People are just as human in one place as 
another. Villages and country settlements 
have their scandals, their murders, their 
suicides, and their dissipations. The men, 
in proportion to their numbers, drink just 
as much, only they drink in dirty barrooms 
instead of clubs. 

If the worthy and sensational shepherd 
who chooses Atlanta as his or- 
atorial scapegoat will but inves- 
tigate . his home flock and _ have 
the moral courage to give some stirring ser- 
mons concerning the rottenness he finds 
there it seems to me he would do quite as 
much good as by pointing out a distan¢ dis- 
grace. 

I am pretty well acquainted with the so- 
cial life of this and all other 
Georgia towns and .cities, and for 
the size of Atlanta I think 
that it in many respects might well be 
emulated by other places. I have never 
known any city freer from ugly gossip con- 
cerning its young unmarried women, Now 
and then one hears a whisper about some 
girl being rapid, but it is only now and 
then, for the girls here are almost univer- 
sally free from aby coarseness in dress, 
manner or conversation. As for the men, 
I never saw less apparent drinking than 
seems to be indulged in by them, and never 
has a man here in good society been evi- 
dently intoxicated at an entertainment—a 
fact that would be rather shaky to assert 
about a number of other Georgia cities. 


Some of the best dressed and most fasb- 
ionable women here are willing and ready 
to wage war against crinoline if they can 
only gain the assistance of a number suffi- 
cient to make their refusal to wear it in- 
conspicuous enough to keep them from un- 
pleasant embarrassment. One little wo- 
man who has always been noted for her 
innate style and thorough good taste in 
dressing was discussing’the matter the oth- 
er day as she sat comfortably jin that sort

Under the 
corrupt and partisan manipulations of 
the republicans such solidly democratic 
states as Georgia have been feprived of 
almost their entire sharé of the federal 
patronage. It could be employed to 
greater advantage, from a_ republican 
point of view, in thé’close or doubtful 
states, and it has been so employed.

In 
that list the lowest wages paid is $65 per 
month, the highest paid is $275 per. month, 
and an average of more than $130 per month. 
The people of Texas help to pay these wages 
just in proportion to the amount of the prod- 
uct of their labor used, making a continual 
drain upon our resources, while many of our 
workmen are idle, or earning a fourth of these 
wages. 

This is just as true of Georgia and 
ras southern states as it is of Texas. 
=e farmers need first-class home mar- 

ets close to their fields, and the only 
way to secure them is to stimulate man- 
ufacturing interests until they build up 
larger towns and cities where thousands 
of well paid toilers and their families will 
be withdrawn from agricultural ‘pursuits 
and turned into so many consumers for 
the products of the farm. The Texas 
Senator says that this policy will solve 
our financial problem. Undoubtedly it 
will make times easier, furnishing more 
occupations for labor at good wages and 
encouraging farmers to diversify their 
crops to meet the demands of the home 
markets. 

How are we to make this change in 
our industrial conditions? The only way 
to do-it is to pull together in vur own 
communities and put our own capital 
into manufacturing enterprises. When 
we do this we can with better grace ad- 
vertise our resources abroad and invite 
outside capital to come in this direction. 
Our immigration conventions and socie 
ties are well enough, but we need expe 
rienced men to control the matter of im- 
migration, and we should deluge the

A few days ago Kohn, Adler & To., of 
Philadelphia, knowing’ that the patents 
on the Bell telephorié had expired, 
erected a telephonic system connecting 
their office with their workshop, in the 
same building. Soon after its completion 
a person claiming to be an inspector of 
the Bell company notified firm that 
they must pay the company a royalty or 
a suit would be brought for damages 
Mr. Kohn learned from the fspéctor that 
the company made its demands under the 
Emil Berliner patent.. which was applied 
for June 4, 1877, but was not issued 
until November 17, 1891, to the American 
Telephone Company, as Berliner’s as- 
signees. This patent was involved in the 
complaint filed in Boston last February 
by ex-Attorney General Miller against 
the company and Berliner on the ground 
that it is against the spirit of the patent 
laws that a monopoly of the same inven- 
tion shali be prolonged in the same per- 
son by granting 4 patent for the invention 
in practical form, and a patent covering 
the fundamental .principles of the same 
invention. When the inspector found 
that Mr. Kohit “was conversant “with the 
facts and could not be frighténef Into 
paying the royalty he admitted that the 
company expected to 168e its suif, but 
until it did lose it the right to Collett roy- 
alties would be claimed. In the mean- 
‘time Chairman Martindale, of the com- 
mittee of Trades’ League, which is push- 
ing the Bell company, in. Philadelphia, 
for a reduction of rates, came on the 
scene and brought with him documents 
showing from the records of the patent 
office that the Bell basic patents expired 
on the 7th of March, and the Blake trans- 
mitter and Bell @arphone on January 
20th last. After the inspector had re- 
tired Messrs. Kohn and Martindale sent 
a letter to Vice President Gill, of the 
Bell company, in Philadelpnia, setting 
forth the above facts. Mr. Gill replied 
that the complaint had been referred to 
Boston. 

It is claimed that all royalties paid to 
the Boston company will have to be re- 
funded if the suit is lost, and it is inti- 
mated_ that resistance will be made to 
its payment. 

Business men generally declare that 
they will not submit to this attempted 
monopoly. They are tired of paying high 
rates for a bad service, and they are 
waiting impatiently to see what Mr. 
Cleveland’s attorney general is going to 
do in the matter, and express the mild 
hope that he may avoid the calamity 
which %efell his predecessor. 

It will be of interest in connection with 
this question to glance at the manage- 
ment of the telephone system in France. 
In Paris a man can have a private tele- 
phone for $80 a year, while in New York 
lie would have to pay $240 a year. In 
other cities in France the rates are from 
$30 to $60 a year. Formerly a monopoly 
existed, but the French government 
smashed it. The result is a good service 
at a moderate cost. : 

How long the Bell company in this 
country will manage to carry on a monop- 
oly in patents that have expired remains 
to be seen. Evidently the time has come 
for the new attorney general to promptly 
interfere in a very decisive manner.

DEATH IS SWALLOWED UP IN VICTORY. 


Legends and Customs of Passion Week and 
Easter Even, Sunday, Monday, Tuesday. 
“Hosanna! Blessed is the king of Isreal 
that cometh in the name of the Lord.” 
The people waver branches of palm trees 
and crying Hosanna! following Jesus as 
he rode into Jerusalem. 

That day we call Palm Sunday, and it is 
the first day of Passion Week. Following 
comes Maunday Thursday, in which he was 
betrayed and the night in which He deliv- 
ered to his followers.a “new commandment, 
mandatum novum, hence its name—Monday. 

Of this day some. beautiful legends are 
told, and from it date many customs which 
seem peculiar to us. Among the legends, 
the one concerning the origin of the fushcia, 
is to me, the most beautiful. Would that 
my poor pen could better tell it. Once be- 
fore it has trembled, awed before the beau- 

ty of it, and it can do no better now. O, 


e the woe of Christ, O, the agony of Gath- 


semane and the drops of blood. Listen!— 
In agony He lay upunethe ground and His 
great soul racked by a mighty sorrow 
wrestled with the human frame, which 
fain would stay the morn, and cross-crown 
of Calvary. “If it be possible, let this 
cup pass,” He cried in anguished tones, and 
behold his brow, beyond all human’ concep- 
tion, dark-veined beyond all earthly suffer- 
ing, painful, agonized, grief struck, shedding 
drops of blood, and those drops oozing— 
shed for you, for me—rolled down upon the 
ground, and lo! up sprung a beauteous thing, 
a vane of tender green which, climbing upon 
its own God-given strength, wrapped its 
cool tendrils ‘round the aching head. 
There, mingling with the cruel sweat, put 
‘forth blossoms of blood-red hue, and where 
ere long the sharp thorn crown would pierce, 
softly nestled in sweet compassion on the 
Saviour’s brow. 
Since that night the fushcia, in sunny 
climes, bears its frail shoots and looms 
bloodstained and sad. 


Among the customs dating from this day, 
is the one which is continued up to the 
present’ time, that of washing the feet of 
some worthy, poor men and women in num- 
ber;equal to the years of the reign of each 
king of England. This ceremony, up to the 
reign of James II, was performed by the 
king himself, since him, by the lord high 
almoner and was intended to commemorate 
the humility of our Savior in washing the 
feet of the apostles. On these occasions 
food, clothing and money were distribut 
among these poor people, which custom 
the present queen has changed by giving 
simply money. 

Maunday Thursday is also the day upon 
which the Tenebrae is sung in Rome. This 
ceremony is probably one of the most inter- 
esting of the Roman church, and always 
draws crowds of strangers and sightseers. 
The lights upon the altar are said to rep- 
resent the apostles, who, on this day, for- 
sook the Christ in his hour of need. As 
the solemn music, sobs and moans, one of 
these lights is put out at the end of each 
psalm, until only one is left. This one 
represents the Savior deserted and alone. 
One naturally wonders what will be done 
with this, when the mystery is solved- by 
its removal. The interest increases when 
this last candle is placed under the altar 
in commemoration of the descent of Christ 
into the tomb. In the solemn stillness 
following, there breaks upon the listening 
ear the sorrowful tones of the miserere. 

And now behold another weird custom 
in this old city so full of legendary love and 
incased in a labyrinth of myths, miracles 
and superstitions, the ascent of the Scala 
Sancta, with the dead Christ at its head. 
Upon their knees toil the believing throng, 
up the flight of steps, supposed to have be- 
longed to Pilate’s house, and which Christ 
descended on his way to Calvary. Weari- 
ly creeping, they reach the top and kiss the 
five wounds of the image of Christ. The 
toil is sweet to them, a thousand years in- 
dulgence is their reward. 

At the head of the Scala Sancta is the 
‘picture of which St. se is said to have 
drawn the outline and then found mirac- 
ulously filled in—‘“the picture not made with 
hands.” 

So closely followed Maunday Thursday 
as to be hardly distinguishable, come Good 


Friday and the day teems with legends innu- 


merable. 

On the way from the judgment to Calva- 
ry, the weary Savior stumbles beneath the 
heavy cross, and a pitying woman, Veroni- 
ca by name, stoops and wipes the sweat 
from off his brow. Immediately upon the 
cloth, the face of the divine Lord is stamp- 
ed, and it is said to have since worked mira- 
cles. The handkerchief, so the story go- 
eth, is preserved still at St. Peter's, in 
Rome, The scene is enacted_every ten 
years in the Passion Play, at Oberammer- 
gan. 

Another pretty myth is that of the cross- 
bill, a bird whose beak is sha ike a 
cross, and should you wish to know why 
this bird should be different from all other 
birds with its cross-bill, and plumage bear- 
a — of blood, you must listen to the 
ierend. 

On that dark day when forsaken by the 
world and suffering death for our redemp- 
tion, the blessed Jesus hun = the cross, 
a little bird alighted and in utiful pity 
and devotion, strives to loose the nails 
in His poor suffering feet and hands.

Easter eve is also the night upon which 
at 12 o’clock the cows kneel down to pray, 
80 says the Irish peasant, and, of course, 
he knows. : 

_About 8 o’clock commences the prepara- 
tion for a great feast to be served at 12 
o'clock, and as the clock strikes the mid- 
night hour the forty days’ fast ig over, and 
the jolly Irishman, with an expression 
which means “out with the Lent,” begins 
to make merry and to do justice to the 
many dainties prepared for the feast. At 
4 o’clock he rises. Now you guess for 
what? Why, to see the sun dance, of 
course, as it always does on resurrection 
day. ‘Tis not the peasant alone who wit- 
nesses the joyousness of all nature on this 
blessed day, but most of the people assert 
that they have seen the sun dance. 


Then there is the Easter egg. What 
does it signify? 

It is supposed to be an emblem of the 
rising up out of the grave, in the same man- 
ner as the chick, entombed, as it were, in 
the egg; is in due time brought to life. 
It is one of the old customs adapted like 
many others to the Christian religion. 
Among the Persians it signified the birth 
of a new year out of the old, and they 
presented one another with colored eggs 
at this new year. 

Among the Egyptians it “signified the 
renovation of man after the deluge.” The 
Jews considered it a type of their depar- 
ture from Egypt, as it was used in the 
feast of the Passover. Verily, there is 
nothing new under the sun.

you, that the fashion the ladies have of 
wearing new clothes on Easter was of 
ancient origin? And you, men, who so 
blindly cavil at it never heard this little 
rhyme, I’m sure: : 


“At Easter let your clothes be new, 
Or else be sure you will it rue."’

SOME ANCIENT HYMNS. 


Old Easter Songs Translated Inte English 
Verse. 

The ritual of the church in the middle ages 
contain mavy hymns in Latin which are un- 
questionably more ancient than the liturgies 
in which they occur, one evidence of which is 
the fact that they are generally free from 
those errors which crept into Christian wor- 
ship in later times. 

The following Easter hymns are translated 
from the original Latin, and were used in 
ceremonies now almost abandoned. 

The first hymn—“Easter Hven’’—belongs to 
@ usage still kept up in some churches, by 
which the congregation sat up all night to be 
ready to welcome in the festival of Easter, 
in other words of the resrection at the dawn 
of day. It was intended to be sung at the 
lighting of lamps for the night service.

This hymn is believed to have been sung in 
the open air at sunrise on Easter morning, 
the alteration of chorus and dialogue proba- 
bly having been an elementary form of jhe 
mystery plays, which, in after ages gave dra- 
matic representation of scripture events and 
so gave origin to the modern drama; just as 
similar observances in the festivals of Diony- 
gus gave origin to the Greek drama: 

Haste, oh, ye faithful raise 
In thanks to Christ, erst sacrificed for sin, 
The bloodless sacrifice of prayer and praise. 
Our Paschal Lamb hath died to win 
A straying flock his fold within; 
The Father's sinless Son 
This grace for sinners hath by dying won.

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Aluminum or Aluminium and Beaaxite. 

Editor Constitution—As great intérest is be- 
ing evinced in aluminum and beauxite, from 
which this valuable metal is derived, I have 
thought that a description of it and its pe- 
culiar characteristics would be of interest 
to the readers of your valuable paper... 

Beauxite or bauxite is a clay found in Les 
Beau, near Arles, France, and elsewhere, 
principally in the southern states of America. 
It contains about one-half of its weight in 
aluminum-with iron, water and silica as its 
impurities. ,It is composed of conerctionary 
grains of an orlitic character, and is used as 
@ source of alum and as a preparation in 
making crucibles, 

Aluminum. or aluminium is a metal of 
silver-white color and brilliant luster about ~ 
as herd as zine, very malleable and ductile, 
highly sonorous and a good conductor of heat 
and electricity. Its specific gravity (2.56) is 
about one-third that of iron and less than that 
of marble. It does not tarnish when exposed 
to the air, and even in a molten state will 
not become oxidized. It melts at a point less 
than that of silver. 

Aluminum in gombination with oxygen 
forms the common earthen alumina, 
which exists in nature as  corun- 
dum, of which the ruby, sapphire and 
emery are varieties. TRe hydrated sesqul- 
oxide exists in the minerals disapore, gibdb- 
site and beauxite. Alumina also enters into 
the composition of a large number of miner- 
als, the most important of which are the 
feldspars. From the decomposit of these, 
clay (kaolin) is produced, which {fs essentially 
a hydrated silicate of alumina. 

Among other important minerals containing 
aluminum are the silicates andalusite, cyanite 
(a silicate of aluminum), fibrolite, topaz an 
all the zeolites. 

The flouride of aluminum and sodium, 
eryolite, from which the metal known as the 
oxide of aluminum and magnesium spinel. 

The sulphates aluminate, alum stone, alum 
etc., the phosphates turquoise, lazerlite, etc., 
and the carbonate dawsonite and many 
others. ; 

It is estimated that in its various com- 
pounds, aluminum forms about one-twelfth of 
the “crust of the earth,” which is about one 
mile in depth. ES 

In consequence of its very low specific grav- 
ity—freedom from tarnish—and non-poisonous 
qualities, and ease with which it is work 
aluminum is a most valuable metal, and wil 
eventually supersede all of the metals now 
in general use, except iron. It is now used te 
a limited extent in its pure state 
and as an alloy for physical apparatus and 
other articles, in which lightness, great 
strength and durability are required. 

The cap of the Washington moaiment, which 
forms the tip of the lightning rod, is a pyr- 
amida!l mass of alumnium, weighing 00 
ounces. 

Alumnium bronze is an alloy of nine parts 

xr and one of alumnium. It resembles 
pass in luster and color and is used asa c 
fnitation of the metal. Unlike gold, howev- 
er, it gradually tarnishes. It is much used in 
cheap jewelry and in ornamental work, and 
for a great variety of industrial purposes. Re- 
spectfully submitted.

Electric Locomo tives. 

Another step forward in the industria! use 
of electricity suggests itself in the experiment 
recently made at Lynn, Mass., which show 
that electric locomotives. operated by the 
trolley system, are entirely practicable and 
possess many great advantages. 

The experiments demonstrate the immense 
power these electric locomotives possess. A 
test was made between an ordinary freight 
locomotive operated by steam and an electric 
engine, the two being coupled together facing 
in opposite directions on the same track, and 
the steam locomotive was drawn helplessly 
along by its more powerful rival, although 
its throttles were thrown wide open. 

The speed of the electric engine was pro 
nounced to be 100 miles an hour; but even if 
this proves to be an exaggeration or the 
rate of speed mentioned impracticable, there 
can be no doubt that the engine operated by 
electricity is not only more powerful, but 
more rapid, than that worked Ly steam, and, 
therefore, better adapted to the transporta- 
tion of freight.

le Atlantic states and Ohio valley and 
colder throughout the northwest. 

The month of March was relatively dry 
throughout all districts east of the Missis- 
sippi, except in Wisconsin and Florida. 
There was also less rain than usual in the 
southwest and as far north as Kansas and 


ssouri. 
Throughout the ebtton regjon the defi- 
ciency in rainfall ranged frorf two to four 
inches, except in Texas and western Ar- 
kansas, where the rainfall was from one 
to two inches less than usual.. The rain- 
fall throughout the Ohio valley, middle 
Atlantic and New England states was 
from one to two inches below the normal 
except over portions of the immediate 
New England coast, where there was a 
slight increase. Unusually heavy rains oc- 
curred in Florida, where the excess ranges 
from one to five inches. More than the usual 
amount of rain is also reported from the 
states of the upper Missouri valley and the 
Dakotas, and the eastern portion of South 
Dakota, amounting to one inch. Excessive’ 
rains also occurred in southern and nortb- 
ern California and the central portion of 
the state received almost an inch more than 
the usual amount. Oregon received from 
two to three inches less rain than usual 
for the month of March, and the state of 
Washington reports a slight excess. 
Throughout the greater portion of the 
ky mountain districts and over the cen- 
tral plateau region there was a general 
deficiency in rainfall, but reports from 
i cg indicate -a slight excess in that 
région. 


SEALSKINS IN. WARM WEATHER. 


Kick of the Esquimaux Against the Way 
They Are Treated. 


Chicago, March 31.—Can a man become 
compelled to parade around in heavy seal- 
skin clothes for the edification of the 
public when the mercury is soaring about 
the sixties and the seventies? That is a 
question that will have to be solved in 
connection with the troubles that threaten 
to disrupt the Esquimau villages at the 
world’s fair. From all accounts, too, it 
will be the main issue for settlement. 
Peter Mesher, who represents at least 
five of the Esquimau villages, has made 
og 9 be in the circuit court for a writ 
of habeas corpus to release certain resi- 
dents of the village, who allege that they 
are being detained against their will, and 
are not being well treated. . 

Magistrate Perter, of Hyde park, has 
constituted bimself the champien of the 
Esguimau villages, and the facts today of 
the habeas corpus proceedings were strange 
and startling enough for any one. Some 
time ago one of the Icelanders named 
Zacharias was arraigned before Magistrate 
Porter, charged with assaulting a resident 
‘of=the village. Superintendent Dauiels 
of the yillage, wanted Zacharias locked 
up for three weeks. This action tickled 
the Icelanders mightily, and since that 
time they have made the magistrate their 
cSnfident, and told him of their many woes. 

“lt's an outrage, the way these people 
have been treated,” said the magistrate 
today. “i have investigated the matter 
carefully, and I know what I am talking 
about. The whole trouble grows out of 
the refusal of certain of these EKsquimaux 
to wear their heavy suits of clothing 
in warm days. Some months ago one of the 
men, a fellow known as Tom Deer, esca: 
from the village and ran away, clainnng 
that he was badly treated aud did not 
get enough to eat. He secured work as a 
carpenter on one of the buildings and is 
now so employed. One of the chief causes 
of Deer’s complaint was that he was com- 
pelled to wear his heavy furs on warm 


days. 

“a& little later Peter Mesher also had 
trouble on the same score. Mr. Daniels 
led him to the gate and told him to skip. 
Mesber gladly complied and is now work- 
ing on one of the buildings as a carpenter 
at $2.50 a day. In the meantime, the dis- 
satisfaction was spreading. On the 16th 
of February two brothers, Tom and Peter 
Pallocior, came out of their huts attired in 
jeans goods, leaving their fur habit behind 
them. Daniels ordered them to don the 
latter. They promptly refused. Then he 
ordered them back into their huts aud told 
them to stay there until they could obey 
his orders, 

‘Daniels told the Columbian guards, who 
were On watch in _ village, to see that 
the disobedient did-not come out until 
they were attired in their furs. 

“The Cobian uards obeyed orders 
until 1 saw Colonel Rice and told him that 
thé action of his guardg would involve the 
exposition company ina suit for damages 
that might be instituted, Accordingly the 
goards were taken away. hen Daniels 

ired a big six-footer, named Meyers, who 
has been on guard, and kept the men in 
their houses up to this time. The poor 
Esquimaux are virtually in jail and have 


been kept prisoners for several weeks, all. 


because they would not wear furs on warm 


days. : ° 

“But this is not all. On March 18th 
Jonos Pallascon and John Lutz refused to 
wear their sealskiuns on account of the 
weather being so warm, and they, too, 
were ordered back into their huts, there 
to remain until they could obey orders. 
Peter is down with a violent case of the 
measles and is a very sick man indeed. 
I believe his illness is mainly due to his 
being locked up in the close, stuffy hut. 
Of course, the act of the village officials 
in ordering these oe locket up was 
clearly illegal and the former can be sued 
under the statute providing! punishment 
for false imprisonment. I am interested 
in these people merely because I have a 
humane feeling for them as fellow beings.

NEW INDUSTRIES IN THE SOUTH. 


The Statement of the Tradesman Gives 
Interesting Figures. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 31.—The 
quarterly statement of southern industries 
prepared by The Tradesman, of Tennessee, 
shows that for the first quarter of 1893 the 
new industries established exceed those of 
the first quarter of 1892 by 198, while for 
the first quarter of thig year only 8 devel- 
oped companies have been encorporated; 
during the same period for last year 27 
were formed. The quarter just ended also 
shows 76 cotton and woolen mills establish- 
ed, 59 flour add grist mills, 29 canning fae- 
tories, 40 oil mills and the building of 32 
waterworks plants. That the extensive 
timber interests of the south are not only 
attracting attention but capital, is shown by 
the fact that 195 new woodworking plants 
have been established during the past quar- 
ter as against 122 in 1892 and 141 in the 
first quarter of 1891. "Tennessee heads the 
list with 33 new industries in this line to 
her -credit. Georgia and North Carolina 
are close rivals with 24 and 23 respectively. 
All the southern states, however, are well 
represented in this development, Mississippi 
with 7, being the smallest number. 

Seventy-six textile industries were es- 
tablished in the quarter as against 28 in 
the first quarter 6f 1892 and-45 in the same 
period of 1891; and the very general char- 
acter of this development ig shown by the 
fact that only 3 states, Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia, are not represent- 
ed in this total. Alabama leads the list 
with 22; North Carolina, 16; Georgia, 13: 
South Carolina 8, and Virginia, 5; Missis- 
sippi 4, and Tennessee and Texas 3 each 
and Florida and Louisiana 1 each. 

This quarter shows 58 flour and grist 
mills established as against 29 for the 
same quarter of 1892. The ingreasing de- 
mand for cotton seed oil and its products, 
together with the advance in prices which 
has recently taken place, accounts for the 
large number of new oil mills organized dur- 
ing the quarter: a total of 40 ig shown as 
against 10 in 1892 8 in thé’ game quar- 
ter of 1891, over halt of the ] number 
being Jecated in Texas, and remainder 
scattered throughout the other eotton grow- 
ing states. Twelve brick and tile plants 
are reported, 22 cotton compresses, 21 
electric light plants, 22 foundries and ma- 
chine shops, 7 ice factories, 32 waterworks 
on mag and 93 other. miscellaneous indus- 

es, 


What Dun Says. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review says: 
The fact of the largest influence in the 
record of the past week has been the in- 
creased distribution of goods. The strin- 
gency often seen about April Ist does not 
appear here, nor are other money markets 
close. But while imports greatly exceed 
exports, it is not safe to calculate that the 
outgo of gold will not again disturb con- 
fidence. Hence the break in specula- 
tions has its hopeful side. 

Instead of rising after the close of the 
Lancashire strike, cotton fell 3-8 of a cent, 
which may accelerate exports, though stocks 
of Amerian cotton in Hurope are stil] a 
third larger than usual at this season. 
Wheat at Chicago had a sudden fall of 
but as prices there 
have been 15 to 20-cents higher than at 
other western cities and 8 cents higher than 
at New York, markets were little affected 
anywhere else, and here are only an eighth 
lower. But the price in Great Britain is 
the lowest ever known. Corn fell 2 1-2 
cents with small sales, and oats 1 1-2 cents 
and the break in hog products reached 
75 per cent per barrel in pork, and 1 cent 
in lard. Exports in four weeks at New 
York have been $75,115,000 less than last 
year, indicating a total for the month not 
far from $76,000,000, while the increase 
in imports at New York alone has been 
about $115,000,000, indicating a tota] for 
the month of more than $97,000,000 

This great excess in imports, following the 
excess of $36,000,000 in January and Feb- 
ruary, is the basis of doubts about the 
immediate monetary future. 

FaiJures in the first quarter of the year, 
3,202 in number, were fewer than in either 
of thé past years, and though in amount 
of liabilities larger, the average of liabiii- 
ties is still quite low, less than $14,800. 

The iron and steel business is a shade 
firmer improved’ demand for bar 
plates and structural] forms and then rails 
do not sell. Bessemer iron is firm and 
steel stronger. The strength in the shoe 
trade is unabated. Copper is a shade weak- 


er; heavy supplies of tin have checked the 


advance, while lead is a shade stronger. — 

Goal is naturally weak with some dis- 
satisfaction in the pool.

SECRET SERVICE FUND. 


Confederate Gold Paid to Unele Sam Beleng- 
ing to the Trans- Mississipp! Department. 

From The Confederate Veteran. 

The editor of The Confederate Veteran had 
occasion to call on Captain Ernest Cucullu, of 
New Orleans, and the conversation disclosed 
the fact that the last official confederate or- 
der was issued to him. He had been on the 
staff of General E. Kirby Smith from the time 
that officer was able to resume command after 
his terrible wounds at Manassas. 

Mr. Davis had communicated to General 
Kirby Smith the fall of Richmond and the 
surrender of General Lee, and that he would 
endeavor to get to Cuba, and thence cross 
over to Texas, where, with 37,000 men west 
of the great river they would make a stand 
at Hempstead, Tex. It was understood that 
in this last rally the best terms possible for 
eapitulation would be made. 

Captain Cucullu was directed to take $10,- 
000 in gold and go to Cuba, so as to aid Mr. 
Davis in his plans. The captain suggested 
that $5,000 in gold would be sufficient, and he 
only took that amount. 

General Kirby Smith’s headquarters were at 
Shreveport. but he had gone to Galveston with 
his aide, and the money satchel had been 
taken On board the Greyhound, which was 
ready to run the blockade. While they wait- 
ed a flag-of-truce boat hove in sight. It brought 
the news that General Buckner had surrender- 
ed at Shreveport. Then there was nothing to 
do by the man whom Mr. Davis entrusted 
with “greater power than’’ he “dare give ia 
writing’ but to surrender and turn over the 
cunfederate gold in his possession. A plea was 
made in behalf of several general officers, 
and it was agreed that they be paid in the 
aggregate $1,706. The genera] commanding 
had due him thousands of dollars salary, but 
deciined to tuke any part of it. Here is the 
order, which is certainly the last one ever 
issued: :

There is considerable of a kick being 
made by a number of citizens living on 
South Pryor street because of & scherme 


street. 

South Pryor street is paved all the way 
out to the city limits. A great part of 
the work of rubblestone, which is in an 
excellent state of preservation. It has 
all been done within the last five years, 
and many or the citizens say they have 
not yet gotten over the heavy tax they 
had to pay for that work when the prop- 
osition is made that they must go down 


into their pockets dgain and pay a sum 


of money uncomfortably large for most 
people. 

Said one citizen yesterday in talking 
about the matter: | 

“It will soon come to the point where 
& man would be foolish to invest his 
money in real estate, if before he is well 
over paying one heavy exaction he is 
called upon to pay another. It is only a 
short time since fhat I had to pay sey- 
eral months’ income to pave the street 
in front of my property, and now I hear 
that I must hustle around for several 
hundred dollars more to tear up a street 
which is perfectly satisfactory and in- 
vest in a new paving scheme in which 
certain parties are interested. I do hope 
that our able councilmen, Messrs. Colvin 
and Stockdell, will see to it that no such 
exaction is placed upon the citizens of 
Pryor street. We are not so flush of 
money that we can ante up more than it 
would take to pay a year’s rent in order 
to meet the wishes of a few esthetic peo- 
ple. en again, let it bé remembered 
that there are too many streets in Atlanta 
without attention to begin spending 
money in tearing up one of the best 
streets in the city to put down another 
pavement which some parties may want 
to introduce. The average lot owner 
does not care to have a debt of from 
$500 to $600 placed upon his home, and 
that is what this new scheme means.” 

Yet another citizen, who lives quite 
close in, said: 

“Why, I am just now under orders 
from the city government to pay 90 cents 
per front foot for the laying of a sewer, 
and here I am faced with a proposition 
to be taxed from $3 to $4.50 a front foot 
for a:macadam pavement. Four dollars 
a front foot on the average fifty foot lot 
means $200. Are the citizens of South 
Pryor street, after having paid $2.50 a 
front foot for belgian block but a short 
time ago, followed by 90 cents a foot for 
sewers, now so anxious to have the pav- 
ing tord up as to be willing to be taxed 
$4 a front foot in addition? I should 
think not. It may suit real estate agents 
to talk about the magical increase it 
would make in values, but I do not think 
it will suit the men who have the bills to 
pay. Of course, I admit that it might 
lead to the sales of some lots) When a 
man sees a big debt staring him in the 
face he will, in desperation, put his prop- 
erty on the market in the hope of escap 
ing the coming storm of the city bill col- 
lector.”

attle of Lynchburg. _. 

There is a romance in his eventful career 
which ought not to be forgotten—his wound 
gave him his wife. When the battle of 
Bull Run begun, Smith was full thirty 
miles away. On receipt of the news he 
covered the distance with his troops by a 
forced march and arrived just in time to 
be of signal service to the southern troops. 
While making a charge at the head of hig 
force he was so severely wounded that little 
hope was entertained of his recovery. He 
was carried, however, to the house of Col- 
onel McDaniel where he received the at- 
tention which his desperate case required. 
It is more than probable that he would have 
succumbed but for the careful nursing of 
the colonel’s daughter. She watched him 
night and day and her efforts were repaid 
at last by the patient’s full recovery.

He Courteously Declines to] Be ‘Inter- 


viewed—His Appearanceibut Little - 
Changed, and Not Careworn. 


Louis Redwine does not want to see Mrs. | 
Jeannette Hammond and he has made an 
urgent request of the jailers to see that 
she does not come near him. . 

“Put her just as far away~from me as 
the size of the jail will allow,”’ was the 
way he put his request to the jailers, “and 
see that she ddes not come around me, for 
God’s sake!” e | 

The rooms in which these two nofed pris- 
oners are confined are very close together, 
80 Very near, indeed, that an out-of-town pa- 
per published a story of an interview between 
the two prisoners, but not since their in- 
carceration have Redwine and Mrs,..Ham- 
mond met. 

At first Redwine did not fear a meeting, 
as the female quarters are separated from 
the male department, but when he read in 
the papers how dangerously near he was to 
the woman, he begged the jailers to keep 
her close. He seemed to fear that she 
would break loose and run in upon him, 
and he did not desire this. He sent for 
Jailer Gilleland a day or two ago. 

“Is Ss. Hammond still in the same 


‘room in which she was first confined?” he 


asked. The jailer replied that she and her 
typewriter were still there. 

“And she could come right up this stair- 
Way to tny room?” he asked again. ‘The 
Jailer said he thought she could. There 
Was nothing in the way. 

“Let me ask a favor of you,” said Red- 
Wine earnestly, “don’t let her come. Keep 
her just as far away from me as you can. 
God knows ‘I don’t want to see her. Put 
her just as far away from me as you can 
to keep her in jail. She might take a notion 
to come up here, you know, and 1 don’t 
want her to do it.” 

The jailer said he would do his best, but 
there was no use putting himself to any trou- 
ble as Mrs. Hammond did not care to leave 
her room. The door of her room can be 
seen‘from that of Redwine’s, but both pris- 
oners keep closely confined and never go 
out. If they were to walk around at all 
they would be sure to meet. 

Redwine is in much better spirits than 
he has been in some time. . He talks a great 
deal now, and when his friends are not 
With him he likes for the jailers to come 
in and talk. He talks to them freely 
on all subjects but the _ bank defalca- 
tion. That subject is strictly tabooed in 
all his conversations, except those held 
with his lawyers. 

Redwine has changed somewhat in ap- 
pearance since he went to jail. He looks 
some older, but is not so careworn as peo- 
ple imagine. He shaves regularly and 
wears the same dark striped suit he wore 
when arrested. 

In response to a request for an interview 

yesterday, Redwine made a most courteous 
reply to a representative of The Constitu- 
tion. 
“T would like very much to talk with you,” 
said he. “I haye a very high regard for 
newspaper men, but I have been advised 
against talking by my attorneys, and real- 
ly cannot say anything for the press. It 
is not ‘because I have any ill will towards 
the newspapers, but because I am not in a 
position to talk.” 

Mrs. Hammond is quite as determined 
not to talk, but. hardly as complimentary 
to the newspapers. She thinks the newspa- 
pers are very sensational, she says.

It must be confessed that 
the concern of the department is not so 
fully appreciated here as perhaps it should 
be. The interest here has been more con- 


cerned with revelations and the prosecu- 


tion of the guilty.
